New York, July 29.—The Times 
to-day adds to the criminal record an 
account of perhaps the most audacious 
crime ever perpetrated in this country.

In 
spite of her pretestations and appeals 
for protection, the scoundrels suceced- 
edin convincing the conductor and 
passengers of the truth of their story, 
and removed the lady from the cars at 
Utica, she swooning us the train moved 
away. She was then lifted into a 
couch, chloroformed, taken to a house 
of ili-fame, outraged, and robbed of 
her jewelry and clothing. The hus- 
band learned of his wife’s alleged in- 
sanity when the train arrived at Al- 
bany, and procuring a special engine, 
started for Utica without delay.

The theatre will 
be run as heretofore by Mr. McVicker, 
and all the contracts which have been 
made with dramatic troupes will be 
carried out.

Galveston, Texas, has established a 
qnarantine by land and sea, to guard 
agiinst yellow fever.

MURDERED IN PRISON. 


A Cold-Blooded Assassinatien in the 
Carson Penitentiary. 

The Cirson Appeal of the 30th gives 

the following account of an atrocious 

murder committed in the State prison: 


Yesterday afternoon about 4 o'clock 
William H. Bethards, was stabbed to 
death by another prisoner named 
Thomas Flynn. The circumstances 


are in substance as follows: The. pris- 
oners had been marched in to diunuer. 
Flynn, having been insolent to ove of 
the officers, had been punished. B'r- 
thards was on the sick list. Captain 
Gounond of the guard, while standing 
near the shee shop heard a cry of 
alarm. Running toward the dicing- 
roum he met a great crowd of the pris- 
oners who cried out that Fynn was 
murdering Bethards. Just as Goun- 
ond got to the struggling me», Fliyan 
was standing over Bethards stabbing 
him. The weapon was a carving knife 
w th a blade eleven inches ia length. 
Bethurds lived « few minutes after the 
stabbing but uttered no word. Flynn 
wis disarmed and placed in the dun- 
geon. This seems to have been noth- 
ing else then a bitter, malignant mur- 
der. There is suid to have been an 
old grudge entertained by Flynn for 
Bethards consequent upon Bethards’ 
causing his arrest for prison breaking. 
At all events the murder was cowardly, 
deliberate and cruel. Bethards was 
committed to the prison in July, 1873, 
upon conviction of homicide in the 
District Court for White Pine county.
